Shortly 
after this, the sc irtata Is met by the deceased's 
feilow-villagers, accompanied by all bis near 
relatives, with the exerption ef the widow, to 
whose abode the whele party sew proceeds 
with loud eries and lamentations The widow 
awaits the seirrata by the door of her house,
